When we left 
the car and entered the building, the large door closed behind 
US. t gave us a queer feeling! 


It did not take long to identify and register the newly 
arrived prisoners. Handcuffs were removed, and the men lined 
up against the wall. They were shabbily dressed, and all 
seemed to have an expression which reminded one of cold, gray 
stone. This was somewhat changed when one of the head guards 
instructed another guard to take them to the dining hall and 
see that they received a good breakfast. 


It was at this point that one of my two companions 
stepped forward and said a few words to the man there. Pre- 
sently a guard came and asked us to follow him. We climbed 
the stairway to the second floor where we found many offices. 
The guard stopved in fromt of one of these offices, and when 
we were admitted I quickly caught sicht of the man who sat 
behind. a) big desk... He’ had a kind face and seemed’ to be ex- 
necting us. (After a few words of conversation he took his 
coat from a hook and asked us to follow him. We passed 
through many guarded doors and soon came to one wnich led to 
the inner grounds. Crossing this, we came to a long building 
with barred windows. ‘Entering, and going directly to the 
second floor, we soon came to a large steel door. This was 
our destination! .-inside,: the light streamed through the bars, 
making the place as dismal as one might expect a prison cell 
to be. At one side of the room loomed a dark object. Was 
this what we: had been waiting so long to see?

We spent the rest of that morning working on the old 
piano.
